A two days suspension without 
pay was meted out to Jim Park, head 
of the city’s Purchasing Depart- 
ment, over allegations of Placentia 
citizen Gloria Lopez that Park had 
attempted to influence her vote in 
the upcoming city council election, 
April 13. 

The reprimand was levelled by 
City Administrator Edwin Powell 
after Mrs. Lopez, a civic leader, 
complained to Mayor Robert Lyons 
in writing that Park had made an 
appointment to see her at City Hall 
and then had recommended 
candidates for her consideration in 
the upcoming election. 

Park, in an answer to a request 
from Powell to provide information 
on the subject, claimed that the 
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political discussion was incidental 
and that his efforts were to assist 
Mrs. Lopez with her community 
problems. 

Disposition of the matter was 
announced by Powell in a 
comunique addressed to Park and 
provided for the city council, all 
candidates running for city council 
seats and the area press. 

Powell wrote: ‘‘For using poor 
judgement in the performance 
of your duties and responsibilities, 
you are hereby suspended two days 
without pay, said days to be 
designated by the Director of 
Finance so as not to conflict with 
established , priorities in your 
department.”’ 

Park, who has been with the city 


for eight years, has a base salary of | 
$22,755 annually. 

Powell also admonished Park, 
who is not a Placentia resident but 
lives in the city of Fullerton: ‘‘In the 
nine years I have been with the city, 
we have never had this kind of 
involvement before and I don’t 
intend to let it begin. I fully 
understand your individual rights, 
however, you should understand the 
rights of other people too.”’ 

The controversy first began to 
develop from Mrs. Lopez’s letter in 
which she stated that Park had 
recommended to her ‘‘that I should 
consider Mrs. (Virginia) Farmer, 
Mr. (Robert) Bircher and Mr. 
(William) Rashford as they would be

city council. I could bring our 
problems to him and he in turn 
would take it to them. 

“‘T feel it is wrong for any city staff 
to meet with us community people 
and try to influence our vote,’’ Mrs. 
Lopez continued. ‘‘It also makes me 
wonder how many other people he 
meets with and has the same 
conversations with.’’ 

Park, who is one of the most 
popular members of City Hall staff, 
said last week tHat he could not 
recall whether he mentioned 
Rashford’s name or not. ‘‘I’m not 
quite sure, but I might have,’’ he 
stated. He said, however, in a spirit 
of helpfulness, he had mentioned 
the other two candidates. 

Reaction from the three candi- 


dates involved ranged from Mrs. 
Farmer’s statement that she felt 
flattered that she would be included 
in the recommendation, to notice- 
able anger from candidate Rashford. 

In a_ prepared statement, 
Rashford, who some_ observers 
consider a leading contender at this 
point in the city council campaign, 
reacted with some emotion. 

“I will assume’ that any 
unauthorized use of my name in this 
manner is a political maneuver to 
coattail some of my support,’’ the 
statement read. ‘I am_= an 
independent candidate. I have been 
campaigning hard for well over six 
weeks. I have developed a broad 
base of grassroots support from 
people who have no connection with 
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Bill Defeat Revives 
Airport Threat 


The Chino Hills Airport again 
became a serious threat to residents 
of this area as a California Assembly 
bill designed to place the 
controversial project on a_ local 
ballot, was resoundingly defeated. 

It was the second time the 
legislation had been thwarted, 
although under the sponsorship of 
state Senator James Whetmore 
(R-35th) the bill previously had 
advanced through the upper house 
to be leveled by a veto from former 
Governor Ronald Reagan. 


The senate vote on the bill, which 
would have permitted residents in a 
7'2 mile radius of any proposed 
airport development in Chino Hills 
to either approve it or reject it, was 
13 to 23. 

Assemblyman John Briggs, who 
is currently seeking Senator 
Whetmore’s seat, started the bill on 
its second journey and it passed 
through the assembly with a 56-8 
vote. It was then sidetracked in the 
Senate Revenue and_ Taxation

Candidate Holt Talks On Issues 


Donald A. Holt, Jr., who two 
years ago came within 212 votes of 
winning a seat on the Placentia City 


Council, is currently making his 
second bid for the important 
position. 


Holt, who is 36, has been serving 
the city on its industrial and 
commercial development commit- 
tee. He is an area sales manager for 
Corn Products and covers an area 
including Southern California, 
Arizona and Nevada 

The young candidate, who in his 
first campaign for office was 
associated with the fireman's cause, 
has been especially active in the 
campaign to save the Bradford 
House, an effort now to be decided 
on the same ballot along with his 
election. 

‘“T’m in favor of keeping the 
Bradford House, if that is the desire 
of the  voters,’’ he states 
emphatically. ‘‘] think there are 
some very misleading figures that 
are being given out. I have always 
felt that even when they (City Hall) 
were talking about $60,000 to 
$100,000, those figures are grossly 
inflated. 

‘| want to save it for the young 
people. I believe that $45,000 should 
be able to put that house in top shape 
for use by the public. The furniture 
would be the major expense.”’ 

Holt explains that electrically the 
house is up to code and it is termite 
free. ‘‘I don’t like the idea of using it 
as business offices...the upstairs 
rooms as business offices. The 
chamber (of commerce) might be the 
caretakers and operators of it. You 
don’t accomplish everything in one 
year!”’

Bolger Discusses 
Density, Finances 


The precariousness of Placentia’s 
financial condition is among the 
campaign issues being stressed by 
first time candidate Wayne Bolger, 
one of two candidate’s who sports a 
beard and a man who is one 
generation removed from County 
Cork in Ireland. 

Bolger, who is a 19 year employee 
of Pacific Telephone Company has 
lived in Placentia with his family for 
ten years. He is conducting his 
campaign on $25. 

‘I’m having fun,’’ he says about 
electioning. ‘‘Everybody is so 
friendly!”’ 

‘‘The two main reasons why I'm 
running are the financial picture of 
the city and the density. These are 
the two key things.”’ 

‘The financial picture of the city 
is very gloomy. This city is going into 
deficit spending in 1978, two years 
from now. And we will run out of 
money in 1983. Deficit spending is 
using up your reserve funds.... 
spending more than you _ have 
coming in. 

‘‘T hear a lot of candidates say they 
are going to eliminate the utility tax. 
The city cannot be put in this 
position at this point in time. The 
expenditures must be looked at very 
seriously from this point on in. And I 
don’t mean cutting back on city 
services right now because that 
would be an impossibility." 

‘‘We have to be a little more 
frugal with the money,’’ Bolger, 
who has served on both the city’s 
Recreation and Parks Commission 
and Beautification and Environmen- 
tal Review Board commissions, 
believes.”’ 

“‘The whole philosophy behind 
the city council has not been to save 
money. And I was astonished that 
they did take the least expensive 
widening of Chapman Avenue. | 
think we are at the point where we 
won't require the heavy expendi- 
tures we have had in the past.’’ 

Bolger points out that by 1983 
there will be only $225 in the general 
fund balance and another point not 
brought up in public discussion: ‘‘In 
the Capital Improvement Element, 
in the next ten years, we are going to 
put in $700,000 out of the utility tax 


into the general fund! 

‘‘Where would we be if we didn’t 
put that in?’’ he asks with concern. 

Bolger points out that by present 
planning, after the Civic Center 
indebtedness is retired, there will be 
$6 million in utility tax left over. 
*‘We don't need six million dollars in 
the bank. You don’t want to have 
that much money in reserve.”’ 

“What I would like to see is the 
citizens of Placentia get an 
opportunity to vote on this (the 
utility tax). And I'm going to work 
hard on this because I feel it’s not a 
hidden tax for one thing. The hidden 
tax is the property tax. 

‘IT would like in the next municipal 
election to put it on the ballot to use 
some of these reserves that we 
have, to help defray the general 
costs. If they don't vote on it, they 
may get it slipped to them like they 
did the original utility tax. ] think the 
people should vote on it.”’ 


County and has lived in Placentia 
more than 10 years. 

He will most often fall into the 
educational category of four or more 
years of college; he retail shops in 
Placentia; is a non-minority white, 
has an income between $25,000 and 
$50,000 and lives in a single family 
home with six rooms.

He should not 
be having any kind of meeting like 
that. People do feel it is illegal.’’ 

“I think our council members are 
the people who should run the city.

They 
are the ones who should do it. I hope 
this thing with Park is not any .. Ler 
spread than just one individual.’’

“I’m happy with the dollar 


savings. I’m in favor of a local fire 
department just from sheer pride. 
But if we can’t provide the same type 
of service that we are getting now, or 
better, at the same cost or less, then 
I think we should stay with the 
county.’’ 

‘‘I want to see the utility tax end. I 
don’t want it used for salaries. I’m 
totally against that. They talk about 
it being a fair tax. My telephone bill 
runs from $150 to $160 a month. | 
feel it is a discriminatory tax.’’ 

“I believe we should pay off the 
indebtedness on the Civic Center. 
They put fireworks on the ballot. 
Why didn’t they put the utility tax on 
the ballot?”’ 

On the five acres: ‘‘I believe we 
could use a sports complex, a 
recreational and cultural center on 
the five acres as a possibility (next to 
City Hall). Our city is so sports 
oriented. The only question in 
reference to the property was the 
way it was handled.”’ 

Salaries at City Hall: ‘‘When I 
first read about it in the paper, I was 
astounded at how high they are. | 
had no idea they were making that 
kind of money. I was really surprised 
at those dollar levels. Rather than 
giving everybody a straight across 
the board raise, they should go on 
merit and accomplishing goals.’’ 

‘They are getting to the top of 
their scales too rapidly. In our 
company the cost of living increase 
is built into the salary range.” 

Expense accounts: ‘‘I’m in favor 
of definite guidelines in expense 
accounts and expense accounts 
would be reviewed. I have worked 
and lived on an expense account for 
11 years. They should be vouchered 
and audited.’’ 

On the current election: ‘‘Candi- 
dates are not getting packets 
(backup material for city meetings) 
this election. We cannot post our 
signs on any city property at all. 
Period. We have to live within the 
real estate sign guidelines. Actually, 
according to that we can only put up 
four signs throughout the entire city. 


Chapman widening: ‘‘Either way 
you could go on the widening, 
somebody was going to be hurt. 
Somebody’s property was going to 
be taken; somebody was going to be 
displaced. I don’t see making a big 
curve out of it. I feel sorry for those 
people on the south side of the 
street. Somewhere down the road, 
as important a thoroughfare as 
Chapman is, those homes are going 
to be bought by somebody to come 
before the city for rezoning. 

‘‘When you think about the 
Guerreros (Mr. and Mrs. Marcelino) 
and the problems they were 
complaining about (widening of 
Placentia Avenue) and trying to get 
out of their garage and the proximity 
of the cars next to their house...now 
look at what these Chapman Avenue 
people now have in the selected 
alignment.”’ 

‘I would rather have given the 
people the right to relocate. | 
certainly wouldn’t want to live on a 
main thoroughfare. I sympathize 
with somebody not wanting to move 
out of a home where they have lived 
for years.”’ 

On zoning: ‘‘The Placentia 
Golden Homeowners have a very 
legitimate gripe. When the city 
(Placentia) was laid out, they knew 
that was zoned industrial in Brea 
and no way should Placentia have 
gone in there and built $50,000 
homes next to an industrial park. 
The people who bought there I feel 
sorry for them. Any _ future 
development! have anything to say 
about, should have definite buffer 
zones.”’ 

Holt also is strongly against the 
Chino Hills Airport. 

Among the group of people 
assisting the candidate are John 


Hewitt, well known athlete and 
Steve Brown, fire captain who 
became a spokesman for the 


Placentia Fireman’s Union before 
the shift to county service. Planning 
Commissioner Dr. David Margolias 
is treasurer of the campaign. 

The Holts are Presbyterians and 
consider their hobbies ‘‘boating and 
camping and working with people.”’

On conducting his campaign: 
“I’m not taking any financial 
support from anybody. My whole 
campaign is $25. Don’t expect to see 
signs out.” 

On density: ‘‘I’m still an outsider. 
The things I tried to recommend (on 
city commissions) were falling on 
deaf ears. In the last two years 
things have really turned around. 
The density factor is out of reach. 
The way the city has the last 25 per 
cent of the vacant land planned, it’s 
going to be high and--medium 
density. When we get finished, we 
will have as many high and medium 
density apartments and condomin- 
iums as we have single family 
residences.”’ 

“It is the way I don’t think the city 
should go. Look at the crime rate last 
year. The more dense your 
population, the higher the crime rate 
will be. I think our population is 
going to be higher than 45,000! 

Bolger points out that on the 
Kraemer property, where a golf 
course is planned, ‘‘some of the 
development could be as high as 25 
units per acre. The overall city 
planning now is for 7,425 single 
family units; 2,250 condominiums; 
and 4,000 apartment units or 6,250 
multiple units all together. That 
means there are going to be three 
times as many apartments in the 
community as now and twice as 
many condominiums and only a 20 
per cent increase in single family 
homes,”’ he points out. 

“In the golf course property, 
single family homes will be 30 per 
cent; the golf course 30 per cent and 
high density, 40 per cent.”’ 

“If any more zoning is changed, 
we will have more high density units 
in the city than we have R-1 (single 
family).”’ 

On Edwin Powell, City Adminis- 
trator: ‘‘The man is hard to see. He 
rules with a very tight fist. The 
people who work for him are afraid 
of him. Ed has to come out of his 
office. I think he is a good 
administrator. Look at the people he 
hires. He’s a very good innovator, 
such as the fire 40-hour week. I’m 
glad he tried it but we learned long 
before we had any problems that the 
thing wasn’t working. Look at the 
number of people leaving the 
department. 

“The demise of the program 
wasn’t that it wasn’t an innovative 
program and couldn’t work, but we 
couldn’t get the people to work for it 
unless we got inexperienced people. 
And the program was so efficient 
and we trained the people so well, 
they were able to come to our 
department for six months and then 
go and get a nice job with the type 


° 


hours they wanted. So we were the 
training program. We were training 
for every other fire department in 
the whole county.’’ 

“The efficiency of the program 
was its own demise. We were too 
premature. Some day we may have a 
40-hour week. By the time our fire 
department left it had deteriorated 
immensely. You have to be proud of 
your fire department and your police 
department. Everybody was getting 
a very strong feeling that if your 
house caught fire, you better get the 
garden hose out because you might 
be of more benefit than the 
firemen.’’ 

‘*We took the lesser of two evils. If 
we didn’t go this route, it would have 
been a drastic upheaval in the city I 
think. It’s not over yet. There’s a 
contract coming up. If we go on this 
contract, we will have a permanent 
county fire service in the city. We’ll 
never go back to our own. I’m not 
saying that we should, but we should 
look into it very seriously. 

“All our own fire equipment is 
deteriorating. The next time a fire 
contract comes up, the cost of going 
to your own fire department would 
be prohibitive. Now we can step into 
it. The longer you stay away from it, 
the more the county gets to be a 
permanent thing.’’ 


On Chapman Avenue widening: 
“T’m going to go along with the 
present city council. At least they 
started listening to people. They 
respected the most people affected 
by the widening. The issue coming 


up is very strong and that is whether , 
“you are going to cul-de-sac. those 


streets.”’ 

Expense accounts: ‘‘People of 
Placentia want to be very 
conservative with their money. They 
have said it in the past. They want 
services but they turned down the 
city council for a raise. If there is 
anybody in the city who is being 
underpaid, it’s the city council. I 
think expense accounts ought to be 
documented. Maybe because of the 
low wage, city councilmen might 
feel that they want to collect more.”’ 

City Hall salaries: ‘‘I think the 
man should get paid for what he’s 
worth. We don’t set up goals that the 
department heads have to attain. It 
looks to me like everything is 
automatic. It’s important. We are 
going into contract negotiations and 
it’s a very serious thing.”’ 


Bradford House: ‘‘They should 
have put a value figure on the ballot. 
If I am on the city council there are 
two things I am going to look for. I 
want to spend a minimum amount of 
money. If it’s use of the first floor 
that’s it. It’s not conducive to high 
use anyway in that area. I don’t want 
to see the home sitting out there as a 
white elephant.

tends tnat Mrs. Lopez dominated 
the conversation they had. Both 
agree however, that Park made the 
appointment with Mrs. Lopez at 
Whitten Community Center the 
evening before. 

This week all parties did not seem 
to be in agreement as to whether 
Park’s activities were legal. Powell 
in his statement to the candidates, 


remarks ‘‘Park’s actions are not 
illegal."” Mrs. Lopez _ states, 
however, that she is of a different 
opinion. 


There appeared also to be other 
points of disagreement. Mrs. Lopez 
contends that the problems in which 
Park stated he thought he might be 
able to assist her ‘‘are not in his 
department.’’ Among those men- 
tioned were recreational and county 
revenue sharing areas. 

‘‘How could he help me with 
these?’’ Mrs. Lopez queried. 

In his statement Park remarks ‘‘! 
realized from her long dissertation 
that her problems were not in the 
area of what I believed it to 
be--namely a festival for fund 
raising or vendor listings for 
purchase of equipment, etc.”’ 

Mrs. Lopez stated this week that 
there are no current plans that 
she knows of for a fund raiser of any 
type and the p she 
heads, the Valencia Youth Athletic 


Association already has its uniforms 
and equipment through revenue 
sharing funds dispersed by Orange 
County. 

Park concludes: ‘‘As an employee 
of municipalities for the past 22 
years, eight of the past years in 
Placentia, I have seen 11 municipal 
élections. In all the 22 years I have 
never been accused of forcing, 
coercing or influencing anybody in 
any election. 

‘*T have always received excellent 
or outstanding in my evaluation of 
services to municipalities. In the 
twilight of my municipal career 
(retiring in June...Park is 61), it is 
sad that in my endeavor to help 
people and be dedicated to the city of 
Placentia, things are twisted and 
contorted to allegations and 
influencing under the guise of ‘right 
to vote’ and other high sounding 
terms.”’ 

Powell in his statement to Park 
remarked that he tried to discuss 
with Mrs. Lopez the incident in 
question ‘‘but was referred to her 
attorney.’’ Mrs. Lopez avers that 
she said she would be happy to meet 
with him but only at her attorney’s 
office. 

‘‘When I wouldn’t agree to come 
to his (Powell’s) office, he hung up 
on me,”’ Mrs. Lopez states. 

Powell concludes to Park: ‘‘If you 
remember several weeks ago the

The most popular way to make a 
living by the head of household is as 
a professional or technical worker 
with 30.1 per cent so occupied. 
Managers, officials and farmers 
account for 17.8 per cent; retired, 
14.2 per cent; craftsmen, foremen, 
10.3 per cent; sales 8.8 per cent; 
Operatives, 6 per cent; service 
workers, 5.8 per cent; clerical, 5.3 
per cent and farm workers 1.7 per 
cent. ~ 

The head of the house most likely 
works in north Orange County with 
29.7 per cent so stating; next central 
Orange County for 23.1 per cent; 
East Los Angeles County, 13.2 per 
cent; Placentia, 8.8 per cent; 
miscellaneous, 7.7 per cent; 
downtown, city of Los Angeles, 6.2 
per cent; south Orange County, 5.5 
per cent; west Los Angeles County, 
3.8 per cent and the Pomona, San 
Gabriel Valley area, 2 per cent. 

A lot of Placentians appear to be 
putting down roots with almost a 
quarter, 23.5 per cent living here 
more than 10 years. But 21.2 per 
cent have been here only 2 to 4 years 
and 14 per cent less than one year. In 
the one to two year category there 
are 12.4 percent and 4 to 5 years, 9.5 
per cent; 6 to 8 years, 9.2 per cent; 8 
to 10 years, 9 per cent and 
miscellaneous, 1.2 per cent. 

Education is a household word in 
Placentia with 36 per cent of heads of 
household having four years of 
college or more and 28.4 per cent 1 to 
3 years of college.

The first choice for shopping for 
clothing, furniture, appliances, 
hardware and automotive services is 
tight at home with 28.5 per cent 
responding Placentia.

Orange 24.8 per cent; Anaheim, 8 
per cent; not included on the chart, 
6.4 per cent; La Habra, 1.7 per cent; 
Buena Park, 1.3 per cent and Los 
Angeles .8 per cent. 

The ethnic origin of the head of 
household is most likely non 
minority white with 81.4 per cent; 
then Mexican bilingual or English 
speaking, 10.5 per cent; Mexican 
Spanish speaking only, 2.4 per cent; 
Oriental or Asian heritage, 1.6 per 
cent; miscellaneous, 1.4 per cent; 
Black heritage, 1.1 per cent; other

One and four tenths per cent of the 
households earn $50,000 or more 
annually and that is the smallest 
classification with the most 
predominant just next to it, from 
$25,000 to $50,000, accounting for 
22 per cent.
